• In 'the Dallas: Times Herald version you' '©an plainly- 'see tb 
the mot or eye le' 'windshields and -the chin line of the left trunk ■ riding 
officer, 'showing' that he' ia 'looking directly r ' a’t' tk© President. In all 
other versions 'you '’cannot .'see- -the ' windshields . except as white glare. 

The chin line of the officer has "disappeared into the overall glare and 
k© appears to-be looking at' the knoll.
